“You have to go into her 
office ‘for everything. That’s not 
right,” Barkley said. ‘‘We’re just 
tired of them telling us what we 
can do and can’t do.”" 

Barkley said seniors are never 
able to schedule the “building-for 
weekend evening , dances, have 
two scheduled” activities a 
month, and have no place to 
store. materials for arts and 
crafts. = 

Barkley_said the council finds 
it difficult to reach Nellie Hag 
nauer to discuss problems it has 
with the township’s senior pro 
grams.

Writing, foreign language 
classes help test scores 


Students who want to do better 
on college entrance exams 
should consider taking foreign 
language and journalism-styie 
writing classes. That’s the 
advice that can be drawn from 
two articles in the October issue 
of PTA_ Today, the National 
Parent-Teacher Association’s 
magazine. 

“Studies have shown that chil- 
dren who begin to master anoth- 
er language at an early age 
score higher on tests of verb: 
intelligence and mental flexibili- 
ty,” says Myriam, Met, foreign 
language coordinator in Mont- 

omery County (Maryland) pub- 
lic schools. 

In-another~study;-the- CoHege— 
Board reported that students 
who had taken a. foreign lan- 
guage for five years or more 
scored better on the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT) then those 
who had taken little or no_for- 
eign language. Five years of for- 
eign language study was found 
to be more closely related to 
higher SAT scores ‘than five 
years of any other academic 
subject. 

Met has discovered that many 
of the foreign language pro- 
grams that have appeared in 
‘recent years have been estab- 
lished in direct ‘response to par- 
ents’ requests. ‘‘These requests 
have been from parents who rec- 
ognize the importance of foreign 
language study,” she added. 

Other studies show that s(u- 
dents who practi and learn 
journalism-style writing do bet- 
ter on college entrance exams. 

Recent research conducted in 

















cooperation with _the America, 
College Testing Program (ACT) 
indicates that journalistic report- 
ing and writing techniques effec- 
tively develop language arts 
competency, says John Wheeler, 
an English and journalism 
teacher at Lyons Township High 
‘Schoel,-La-Grange, Ill. 

His article points out that stu- 
dents who ‘had participated in 
yearbook or newspaper produc- 
tion, for example, had higher 
ACT composite scores than com- 
parable students who had mo 
publication experience...) ; 

Wheeler suggests that develop- 
ing effective communication 
skills, including writing tech- 
niques, should begin early in a 
child’s education — long before 
the student enters high school 








He says students should 
become actively involved in 
thinking and writing, honing 


those skills just as athletes and 
s do through demanding 
practices and performances. 
Other topics covered in the 
October issue include helping 
children learn to spell, factors in 
deciding to retain or promote a 
student, ‘‘math and your chil- 











dren,’’ and Iping children 
make the reading-writing con- 
nection.
